REMOTE CONTROL 
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Your KENWOOD KLICKER is 
an auxiliary remote that 
makes it easy to control the 
basic functions of your 
KENWOOD receiver and your 
television. It comes 
pre-programmed to operate 
all VR-series KENWOOD 
receivers from the VR-205 
through the VR-3100. 


Your KENWOOD KLICKER also 
has a pre-programmed data- 
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base of basic controls for 
most popular brands of televi- 
* sions. 
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In addition to its 
pre-programmed control 
capabilities, you can custom- 
ize your KENWOOD KLICKER - 
by teaching it functions from 
any IR remote control that you 
own. 
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. Press the tab 
in the direc- 
tion of the 
arrow to’ 
unlock the 
battery 
cover. 
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. Remove the 
battery 
cover. 
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3. Insert 2 
"AAA" bat- 
teries (not 
included) as 
shown and 
replace the 
battery 
cover. 


When using the KENWOOD 
Klicker, point its IR transmitter 
towards the receiver or TV; the 
KENWOOD KLICKER will oper- 
ate up to 20 feet away and 30 
degrees off-axis from them. 
(See diagram to the right.) If 
you use the KENWOOD 
KLICKER outside of this range, 
it may not function properly. 


When the KENWOOD 
KLICKER's operating distance 
shortens, replace both batteries 
with new ones. The KENWOOD 
KLICKER will remember any 
learned codes even if the bat- 
teries are removed. 


If your TV or receiver's front 
panel is in direct sunlight or 
bright fluorescent light, the 
KENWOOD KLICKER may not 
function properly. If this hap- 
pens, remove the light source 
or move the TV or receiver. 


The KENWOOD KLICKER's centrally-located controls make it easy 
to use for both right-handed and left-handed people. 


The KENWOOD KLICKER has 2 small feet so you can set it ona 
table to use it, and it is balanced so you can stand it up vertically. 


The KENWOOD KLICKER’s special exterior finish makes it particu- 


larly comfortable in your hand. 
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To use the KENWOOD KLICKER to control your TV, you need to 
program it with your TV's brand. 


1. Locate your TV's brand from the 
code list on pages 10 - 


2. Press and release the TV button ~~~-4 _ 
once. 


3. Press and hold the SHIFT but- 
ton until the red light flashes 
twice, then release the button. 


A. Use the numbered buttons to ~ 
enter the first 4-digit code 
number listed for your TV's 
brand. The numbered buttons 
have the following color cod-

After you have entered in the last number the red light will 
flash twice to acknowledge the code entry . 


5. Aim the KENWOOD KLICKER at youl TV and press its POWER 
button. if your TV turns on or of you have entered the correct 
4-digit code number. If not, repeat steps 3 through 5 using the 
next code number listed for your brand until you tind the one 
that operates your TV.
